BROKEN BOULEVARD 


A CONTRACT waa aigned on 
August 15, 1973, to widen Sderot 
Herzl in Jerusalom, This impor. 
lant thoroughfare leads from the 
emrance of the city to the weatern 
suburbs of Belt Hakerem, Bayit 
Vegan, Kiryat Yovel and beyond. 
The reconstruction work was con- 
fined to ἃ stretch of 1,300 metres, 
from the Sharar to the Hehalutz 
intersections.

The Telephone Service is better 
acquainted with the direction of 
its lines, if only because there are 
manholes at intorvala.

"Beneath the one-and- 
a-half kilometres we are talking 
about, there are now 25 kilometres 
of borings and tunnels," Rubin

All right, time is needed to cope 
with all that.— but surely not 
limitless time. Allowing for all 
these difficultles, how long should 
the road-bullding work have 
faken? Saguy broods for a bit: 
“Other things being equal, we 
pea have been finished by July,

That Is a good 18 months ago. 
Other things were not equal, it 
turned out. More predicaments 
were in store for the administra- 
tlon. One fine day in 1974, six 
months after work had started, a 
communication was received 
from the Transport Ministry. Stop 
work, it said; the plan must be 
acripped, and a new one sub- 
stituted. 

What was this all about? An ex- 
periment. The ministry wanted a 
Separate busway constructed. 
General traffic was to be confined 
to four of the six lanes, the other 
two being reserved exclusively for 
buses. 

The cause of this sudden dec!- 
sion was the enormous increase in 
the volume of traffic, which was 
beginning to cause vexatious 
snarls.

This is precisely the problem: 
that a small or new company keen 
on getting work may outbid the 
miore serious contenders without 
properly reallzing what the true 
costs of the venture are going to 
he. 

The new amendment therefore 
specitics that if the price quoted Is 
not reasonable (that ly, seems too 
low) the contract can be awarded 
tu another bidder. 

Whether that will meet the necd 
has yet to he tested. Generally 
speaking, meticulous controls are 
more a hindrance than a heip. A 
public agency should net have its 
hands tled hy legislation, however 
well-Intentloned. There have to be 
other ways of ensuring that 
Israel's representative 
organizations do not fall prey to 
corruption. 

Bowed by all these restraints, 
the authorities have become over- 
timiorous, which adds an extra 
strand to the complex of 
bureaucratic delays. They should 
have enough self-confidence to 
deal more boldly with 
obstreperous private Interests 
determined to exploit every op- 
portunity for their own benefit. 

It Is troublesome if a public 
roadway has to puss through the 
yard of a grocer's shop, or the site 
of a builder's hut, But a proceedure 
muat be created for settling the 
matter in a manner which should 
be fair to both sides, without the 
necessity of lengthy and expen- 
sive litigation, 

Sderot Herzl was converted 
temporarily into a one-way route, 
to facilitate the construction 
work.

Since I iived in the 
neighbourhood, I wondered who 
the dend person was. 

I decided to follow the cortege, 
but before I got to it my attention 
was arrested at the threshold of 
Amsha's house — Amsha, who 
had been our family baker during 
my childhood. The door was wide 
open, and in the courtyard a circle 
of women sat on the floor. They all 
wore black, and their hair flowed 
looge and unkempt. One wailed, 
another beat her exposed breast, 
a third scratched her face till she 
drew blood. In the middle sat the 
professional mourner. She cried 
aloud the list of Amaha's virtues 
and excited the women by her 


anguished description of thelr - 


loss. She expressed all this in [π- 
tensely poetical phrases, and the 
cries and wails of the women 
gathered force at the end of each 
pause. 

So it was Amaha in the coffin. I 
felt a pang of sorrow. The proces- 
sion had meanwhile turned into 
the main street and was out of 
sight. [hurried on and joined it at 
the rear. 

The chief mourner wag the only

gon of our old baker. This elderly 
man tottered along, supported by 
a relative on cach side, and he 
called repeatedly with a heart: 
rending voice: 

“Ὁ mother! Why have you left 
me? In whose lap will I rest my 
weary head now that you are 
gone?” 

Tears from his inflamed eyes 
streamed down’ hie cheeks and 
hung on his beard, Ilke dew-drops 
at dawn. 

Amsha was dead. But her image 
rose in my mind and seemed to 
walk with me after her coffin. For 
she had been gentle, wetl- 
mannered and extraordinarily 
kind. 


IN MY childhood we had livedina 
house next to a mosque, and I 
always had a fine view of the 
minaret from the window of my 
room. Its top appeared to touch 
the sky, and often I yearned to be 
up there and grasp the unknown. 
Five times a day the cry of the 
muezzin calling to prayer sounded 
through our house, ‘‘Alluh 
akbar," God is great. The doors of 
the mosque were open at hoth 
ends every day, and we children 
used to pags through as {if the holy 
building were a thoroughfare. 
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There was never any objection 
from the faithful. Nor did the 
closeness of our house to the 
mosque cause us any troubic, 
even though we were Jews. That 
win alll! the tlme of tolerance 
hetween the two rellgions. 


Amsha used to bake for us every 
Thursday. All her customers were 
Jewish. No other baker could 
match her skill. She lit the oven 
with just the right type of faggot 
fer the enke she was preparing. 
With marvellous skill she whisked 
the different breads Into the oven. 
Big flat round flaps, thin ones, 
dough kneaded with mineed meat 
and precns somewhat like pizza, 
geometrical cakes of buttered 
dough stuffed wlth sugar, 
almonds, walnuts or date-paste, 

She always had a special treat 
for me, a delelous almond pastry 
of clegant forin, Young us Iwas, 1 
understood that she delighted In 
watching me eat the delicacy as 
much as I enjoyed wolfing it 
down, 

The name Amsha means 
““yeak-sighted' in Arabic. Like 
many peoples, the Arabs use un- 
flatterIng names to decelve the 
Evil Eye. As a matter of fact 
Amsha had quite sharp eyesight. 
She could peer into the darkest 
part of the oven, and with her 
tongs pick out the finished 
pastries just at the right moment. 

Lloved Amsta. LT leved her hak- 
ing. T loved her fascinating skills. 
T loved her dignified face. She 
always dresyed in a loose black 
cotton gown that reached her 
ankles, and she covered her head 
with a black Fuéeh of muslin 
cloth. She war tall and straight- 
backed. Her features were round- 
ed and she always smiled cheer- 
fully when apcaking. She had a 
gotd tooth In the front of her 
mouth, which dazzled me when 
she smiled, and I used to walt for 
its uppearance with seerct excite- 
ment, watching her intently as she 
talked, ᾿ 

The women in our household 
alwaya helped in the long and 
complicated process of baking. 
The evening before Amsha came, 
they prepared the dough so that it 
would be fermented by morning. 
They sat on very low stools around 
a low wooden table, They attacked 
the chunks of dough with rolling 
pins, stuffed them with sugar and 
nuts, and trimmed them Into 
appetizing shapes with a spiked 
metal wheel. 


ONE THURSDAY — 1 must have 
been about four at the time — 
after the baking was finished and 
Amsha was preparing to leave, | 
suddenly climbed up the baking 
table, raised my hands to my 
temples, and, imitating the mucz- 
zin, yelled at the top of my voice 
the sacred phrase: 

“Allah Akbal, Allah Akbal." 

My performance shocked the 
tamily. They were frightened that 
Amsha might be offended. She 
might take my childish cry as an 
insult to her religion. Instead, her 
smile filled her face with pure 
sunshine and her gold tooth 
gliittered in Cull glory, to my great 
delight. She gave me a loving look 
and, hugging me tightly, exclaim- 
ed in a voice still loudér than 
mine: 

"May God and His Prophet 
guard this child from the Evil 
Eye, and may ho grow into full 
manhood in health and hap- 
piness."' 


HER LOVING words and her 
radiant tooth went with me as [ 
toHlowed her coffin. Tears rolled 
down my cheeks. Then I found 
myself muttering with the Arab 
mourners:

THE ENTIRE plan for the struc- 
ture of the Jewish State — from 
the preparation of Ministries

“died privately." 


JERUSALEM, BECAUST of fis 
long history, Is a vast necrupolis 
bousting many nuteworthy tombs, 
from the noble Hasmonean 
edifices in Siloam to the touching 
gravestone of a Sawahra Beduin, 
cust of the Hill of Evil Counsel. 
This shows an engraved fintjan 
with 10 little coffeo-pots ready for 
the angels who would bear his soul 
to heaven. 

A New Jersey firm Is now 
marketing talking tombstones 
which repeat recorded messages 
like, “What lovely flowers, how 
kind.”” Robert Altura, a director of 
the flrm, recently told the press, 
“With our computerized system, 
people feel their loved ones are 
still with them." What the loved 
ones feel while making the tape 
was not mentioned. 


Your pre-electronie nuduik had- 


to rely on an engraved epitaph to but- 
tonhole the unwary, reaching out 
for victims literally from beyond 
the grave. A memorial In 
Sanhedria bears a posthumous 
command to anyone chancing to 
read it. He must stop and rocite a 
chapter of the Psalms which the 
dear departed has considerately 
Inscribed on the stone. Another 
remorseless bore “'bleases those 
who blessed him, for all eternity, 
and curses those who cursed him, 


fur ever and ever, Amen."' An 
academle swh-sapectes of the 
humourlesa uudnik has 
“Prafesser Doctor’ inscribed 
before hls name on beth sides of 
the stone, 

The art of epltaphewritings re- 
quires pretty much the same 
lalents us composing advertising 
Jingles Cor TV. Brevily and a 
enrefrey attitude towards the 
truth are the hallmarks of the 
genre; ag Dr. Johnson said, "In 
lupidary inscriptions, ἃ. man is not 
on oath." 

Strangely enough, there is no 
shortage of whut night be called 
reverse rhetoric to be found on old 
tombstones. Some of them are 
quoted in Joan Bakewell’s recent 
honk, A Fine and Private Pluce 
«Weidenfeld. & Nicolson, £3.95). 
They are the equivalent of that 
much-admired advertising sllde 
sereened in Jerusuiem's clnemas 
lo, these many years, ‘‘Moch — 
the good laundry."' 

John Stone, burled In Hull tn 
1727, Is described as "excellent In 
his way.’ while Mary Marshall, 
who bore 16 children before she 
was Duricd In 1807, at Washington, 
Kentucky, was eulogized by her 
husband as '‘good but not 
brilliant, Useful but not great." 

Mind you, it's not all one-sided. 
A letter to The Erish Times once 
related how the writer had been 
passing a crowd of ladies queulng 
to get Into a binge hall one evening 
when a funeral procession ap- 
proached. One middle-aged 
woman genuflected and crossed 
herself repeatedly. When her 
nelghbour asked her why she'd 
made such a performance out ofa 
simple mark of respeci, she 
replied, "And why shouldn't I? 
Wasn't he a good husband to me?"
